The 
facilities include soundproof practice rooms and students bring their own instruments, or 
can use or rent those available on-site (subject to availability). The Conservatoire is located 
within short walking distance of College Merici.

You will fill out a questionnaire before you arrive so that the conservatory can 
identify your instrument of choice and place you with a suitable instructor. Part 
of the time will be spent training with an instructor in private or group lessons, 
and part of the time will be spent practicing. If enough students are enrolled in 
the program, the conservatory will organize group practices that will lead to one 
or more performances over the summer.
